NEARS END 


Ten-Day Period; Contract 
Calls for Three More

PARIS, Sept. 15.—The Italian 
“faster,” Sig. Succi, finished his 
ninth day without nourishment to- 
day stretched out in a glass coffin 
in a public m at Lille. He is 
fulfilling hie forty-seventh fast in 
accordance with a contract signed 
with the French Academy of Medi- 
eine. 

According to the terms of the 
contract, Sig. Succi, who has been 
kamous for twenty-seven years in 
Italy, France and England as a 
long-distance faster, must accom- 
plish fifty successive facts of at 
least ten days each, and at the 
time of his death his body must 
be given up to the Academy of 
Medicine so the savants may dis- 


nary endurance. 

Sig. Succi, far from being a ro- 
bust man, always was meager and 
anaemic-looking, and never eats 


much, even between his fasting 
stunts. Bach fast is preluded by 
a long riod of preparation in 
which t Italian diets himself on 


a Jescending scale so that when 
the actual fast begins he is al- 
ready on @ practically nonexisting 


diet. 
He weighs just under sixty 
pounds now. The glass coffin 


stands on scales and accurate 
measurements and weights are tak- 
en every day by order of the 
feadomy of Medicine. 

At the end of such a fast as 
this Sig. Succi is rigid as death. 
When convalescing his diet 
carefully bullt up by scientists so 
that his strength is restored grad- 
ually.

It 
has to do specifically with the re- 
fusal of the Clerk of Marin coun- 
ty, in the San Francisco Bay dis- 
trict, to accept and file u petition 
naming the thirteen independent 
candidates for ‘election as Presi- 
dential electors. Decision in the 
case by the highest State tribunal 
will become a precedent for ac- 
tion by the governments of other 
counties, several of which likewise 
have refused to accept the nom- 
inating petitions. The action be- 
fore the Supreme Court is brought 
by the thirteen would-be La Fol- 
lette electors for a writ of man- 
date to compel the Marin County 
Clerk to accept and file their pe- 
tition. 


* HOLDS AOT AMBIGUOUS 

Henry E. Greer, District-Attor- 
mey of Marin county, who advised 
the clerk to reject the petition, 
and Nathan Moran, attorney of 
San Francisco, acting for the pe- 
titioners, appeared before the 
court. Mr. Greer appeared, he ex- 
plained, as a friend of the court 
because of his doubt of the law, 
which he considers ambiguous. The 
refusal to accept the petition was 
on the grounds that the law does 
not provide for direct nomination 
by petition in a case of this kind, 
nor that a a number of candidates 
be nominated as a group. The 
common procedure is for the elec- 
toral candidates to be selected by 
political conventions, but in the 
present ‘situation the La Follette 
electors appear as independent 
candidates, with no formal party 
backing. 

Mr. Moran argued that the law 
provides for a blank column for 
candidates’ names to be written 
in, and that this is the legal and 
proper provision for independent 
candidates.

MOVE TO SAVE | 


FISH PLANNED 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN 
(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Some 
time during the coming winter a 
series of conferences of State au- 
thorities will be held to consider 
Ways and means of conserving 
and rehabilitating the fish re- 
sources of the coastal waters and 
inland streams of the United 
States. These conferences will be 
called by Secretary of Commerce 
Herbert Hoover, who announced 
his intention at the annual con- 


vention of the United States 
Fisheries Association just held in 
Atlantic City. 


Secretary Hoover has a definite 


reference to fish in coastal waters, 
are not confined to a single State. 
but involve two or more States 
and cannot be solved except by 
joint action. As he expresses it. 
there are no State lines in. fish, 
or if there are the fish do not 
know it. 


NOT LOCAL QUESTION 
The habitat of each species and 
ite special habits must be con- 
sidered as a whole if there are to 
be any beneficial results. Neither 
can solve it alone, but both to- 


era] authority on State responsi- 
bility, and is based upon the con- 
stitutional power of the States to 
enter into agreements and com- 
pacts with the consent of Con- 


gress. 

There is every argument in 
favor of such a system, Mr. 
adds. It does not impair State 
jurisdiction. It leaves local prob- 
lems for local solution. It would 
be effective. Interstate commis- 
sions could be set up of 
representatives from each of the 
States interested in a given prob- 
lem, with power to act in its de- 
termination.

Federal Officials Wait 


Debt Funding 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Ad- 
ministration officials want the 
French government to make the 
first move toward a funding of its 


reason Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon and other officials believe 
that nothing can be gained by dis- 
cussing at this time publicly the 
various suggestions relative to a 
debt settlement, such as advanced 
by Edward N. Hurley. a Demo- 
cratic member of the debt com- 
mission. 

It is admitted that there is a 
new feeling of hopefulness that 
the French government will be 
ready soon to fund its debt to this 
country. While no official advices 
have been received on the subject, 
an impression prevails at the 
treasury that the French will send 
a delegation to this country some 
time during the winter to discuss 
the debt settlement. 

Secretary Mellon continues to 
decline to comment upon the Hur- 
ley plan for settling the French 
debt on a more favorable basis 
than provided in the British agree- 
ment. It is his view that if Amer- 
ican officials were to discuss pro- 
posals of this character their state- 
ments might be misconstrued by 
the French authorities, and might 
increase rather than minimize the 
difficulties in reaching | an agree- 


ment. 

The debt situation was discussed 
by Mellon today with 
Representative Burton, Repub- 
lican, Ohio, a member of the debt 
commission, who has just returned 
from Europe. It is understood 
that Mr. Burton expressed hope- 
fulness that the French soon will 
be to discuss a debt settle- 
ment.

the group of bankers who are striv- 
ing to throttle branch banking or 
the other group which favors State- 
wide branch banking. 

In the first place, it is only nat- 
ural that those who direct the 
destiny of this great association of 
bankers will exhaust every means 
at their command to prevent any 
subject coming before them that 
may result in eplitting the member- 
ship of the association into two 
groups. As a matter of fact, it 
is not the business of the associa- 
tion to throw its weight of infin- 
ence to any one group of its mem- 
bers. In point of number of 
members, banks which are opposed 
to branch banking outnumber 
those who favor it and naturally 
are in a position to carry any ques- 
tion on a general vote before the 
convention. This was clearly dem- 
onstrated at the annual convention 
in 1922 held at New York, when 
the association was forced to take 
a test vote on the question of its 
adoption of a resolution offered in 
opposition to branch banking. As 
waa expected.

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JAPAN ACQUIRES 
"CHINESE PLANT 


(BY CABLE—EXCLOUSIVE DISPATCH) 

TOKIO, Sept. 15.—Japan has 
added another important Chinese 
iron and steel works to the indus- 
tries of this sort in China that 
have been controlled by Japanese. 
This is the Hanyehping Iron and 
Steel Works, at Hanyang and 
Tayeh, the principal plant in 
China and the largest iron works 
in that country. Japan's ambition 
has aimed at becoming free of 
the iron and steel of other coun- 
tries, and the present acquisition 
by her of the biggest Chinese iron 
and steel works is a definite step 
in that direction. 

Already the Japanese own the 
Anshan Iron Works to which the 
South Manchuria Railway Com- 


pany, controlled and directed by 
the Japanese, is said to have ad- 
vanced 35,000,000 yen. Another 
advance, amounting to 20,000,000 
yen is under contemplation. Al- 
it is estimated that 
apan has invested 100,000,000 
yen in iron and steel in China in 
addition to the newly acquired in- 
terests in the Hanyehping Com- 


pany. 

When the Hanyehping company 
was inaugurated, it was at first 
intended to borrow money from 
Europe and America, but later 
Japan was approached for loans. 
It often has deen said that the 
‘Object of the Japanese in ad- 
vancing loans to China for indus- 
trial purposes was ultimately to 
secure the industries themselves. 
though Japan questions whether 
any sane business man would be 
‘willing to take such risks and ad- 
vance such large amounts of 
money. Japan maintains that 
her policy has always been to 
have a common economic policy 
with China and that she will con- 
tinue to adhere to this policy. 


‘VISITED BY AMERICANS 
In 1910 some American experts 


in iron and steel proceeded to and 
studied the Hanyang foundry, 
which they pronounced to be of 
little use, and, unless  recon- 
structed, could not possibly com- 
pete with foreign foundries. Eu- 
ro experts who also visited 
this foundry submitted a report to 
the same effect. China, therefore. 
could not expect any pecuniary 
aid from either Europe or Ameri- 
ca. Japan, just about this time, 
felt the need of iron mines and 
entered into an argument with 
China to finance the Hanyehping 
company on condition that the 
corporation should furnish her 
every year with a minimum of 
400,000 tons of iron at a fixed 
price of $3 (Mex) per ton for a 
period of forty years. This, the 
anti-Japanese element in China 
@ited as proof that Japan wanted 


to obtain control of it. 

This Hanyehping mine a 
figured in the notorious Twenty- 
One Demands which Japan foisted 
on China in 1915, one of the de- 
mands compelling the Chinese 
to recognize the 

anyephing Company as a joint 
enterprise of Japan and China, not 
Permitting the Chinese to get it 
Dack by borrowing money from 
anyone else for that purpose. 


VIGILANCE EXPECTED 
Tt is expected that Japan wil! 
mot relax in her vigilance to fina 
fron elsewhere that can be easily 
accessible to her and which she 
could work at least as a joint 
partner. More Japanese capital, 
according to reports, is to be sunk 
into the Hanyehping Company, 
for Japan believes that it is ab- 
solutely necessary for her to 
shake off dependence on the iron 
ef foreign lande, China presum- 
ably not being so regarded. With 
her navy, paramount in these 
waters, Japan can easily control 
by force the iron mines of China 
in which she has an interest if 

this should ever be necessary.

KLAN IN DESPERATE PLEA 


First Recognition of Revolt 


A desperate appeal to all Klansmen and Klanswomen to stem the 
tide of the Klan rebellion in California has been issued by G. W. 
Price, Imperial Representative of the organization in this State. In @ 
three-page. letter sent to every member of the hooded order in this 
State, Imperial Representative Price asks for loyalty to himself and 
obedience to the constitution of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 


He also asks that 
ber in the State co-operate with 
him in standing out the uprising 
by reporting to his office in writ- 
ing or in person the name of every 
member, together with his or her 
card number, guilty of any dis- 
loyaity or violation of the Kian 
oath. 

At the same time Mr. Price 
serves notice on the members of 
the Invisible Empire in Califor- 
nia that “treachery, rebellion and 
malicious slander are within them- 
selves unpardonable violations of 
our sacred oath and merit imme- 
trial and, if guilty, banish- 


A rigid enforcement of the Klan 
law is the only course open to him, 
Mr. Price declares in his letter. 
“It is unthinkable that men dedi- 
cated in body, in mind, in spirit 
and in life to the holy service of 
our country, our Kian, our homes, 
each other and humanity have 
basely repudiated their solemn and 
sacred oaths,” he says. 

The letter is the first official 
recognition by Price of the State- 
wide uprising said to be in prog- 
reas now and the series of recent 
outbreaks and desertions in the 
Klan ranks in Southern Callfor-

In his 
statement Mr. Martin declared that 
he left California mort than half 
a year ago and has not been in 
the State since. —

terday morning, a career of spectacular impersonation on the pris- 
oner’s part was revealed for the first time by Secret Service Agent W. 


W. Ashe. 

The most notable stunt of Peters 
was the impersonation of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Jr., Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

Early in 1923, while engaged in 
a campaign of “paperhanging” in 
Washington and Baltimore, Peters 
used his slight resemblance to Mr. 
Roosevelt and a wonderfully glib 
tongue to induce merchants to ac- 
vept worthless checks bearing the 
signature which purported to be 
that of the Assostant Secretary. Art 
dealers in Washington, Baltimore, 


Wilmington, Del, and Lansing, 
Pa., took his represéntations in 
good faith, Agent Ashe, 


cashed his checks, and secure in 
the belief that they had a famous 
client, sent goods to Mr. Roosé- 
velt’s home, 

Another impersonation by Peters 
was that of the son of Rupert 
Hughes; the novelist, while in Ta- 
coma. Wash. |

Since that time he 
has appeared in scores of cities 
with a hypnotizing line of talk and 
a pocket crammed with worthless 
paper. In 1809 he was sentenced 
to serve a term for forgery in the 
Ohio State penitentiary, In 1911, 
under the name of Becker, he was 
sent to San Quentin for fictitious 
checks. In 1915 we was arrested 
in Philadeiphia for impersonating 
a government officer and was re- 
turned to New York City, where he 
was tried and eventually sentenced 
to ten years in the Atlanta Prison. 
He was re from there in 
1920 and did not appear again for 
two years, when the government 
picked up his trail of false paper. 
Peters was sentenced to serve 
his time in Leavenworth, but it is 
possible that his commitment may

HISTORY COLORFUL 


The history of Desmond's ex- 
tends from 1862—Lincoln’s time 
hen Daniel Desmond came to 
Los Angeles by boat, fifteen years 
before a steam railroad entered 
California. The eight homes of 
Desmond’s are significant of as 
many periods in the history of the 
city. The first little store, selling 
hats, was on the old Plaza, when 
the population was a meager 5000. 
In 1870, when the population in- 
creased to 6000, Mn Desmond 
moved to new quarters in the 
Temple block at Main and Re- 
quina (now Market street.) Twelve 


lyears later, the population having 


grown to 11,000, he moved to 107 
North Spring street. 

In 1890 Desmond's had outgrown 
its quarters, Los Angeles had 


jumped to the 50,000 mark. The; p 


son, Cornelius C. Desmond, became 
sole proprietor, the elder Desmond 
retiring. 

The new proprietor moved to the 
Bryson Block, 141 South Spring 
street, and there added a depart- 
ment for men's clothing. In 3900, 
with the population of Los Angeles 
more than 100,000, he moved to 
the old Ramona Block, now re- 


placed by the Washington Bulld- 


ing, at the southwest corner of 
Third and Spring streets. Only a 
few years later it was moved across 
the street to the Douglas Block. 
at the norwest corner of Third and 
Spring. In 1915 Desmond's built 
the store on Spring near Sixth, 
from which they are moving. 
Ralph R. Huesman, long aaso- 


ciated with the firm, is now prest- 


dent and general manager of Des- 
mond’s.

VICARIOUS SACRIFICE 
Were the wooded hills of Southern 
California to be totally stripped of their 
covering by forest fires the people of the 
United States would probably rise in a 
body to come to the assistance of suffering 
California. Their purses would be gener- 
ously offered. But it would be like sending 
flowers to the funeral of one who died in 
a preventable accident. 
China, once covered with magnificent for- 
ests, is suffering from the effects of defor- 


stalk there. Floods which follow deforesta- 
tion have wiped out many towns, hundreds 
of thousands of lives have been lost; ero- 
sion has set fn. The natives are carrying 
soil on their backs 250 miles to start a 


country of barren hills. The American peo- 
ple are very sympathetic and anxious to 
assist; in fact, we have sent much finan- 
cial assistance to this desolate country. 
Dikes have been constructed at a huge cost 
to hold back the flood waters. But, with- 
out trees, the first heavy rain wiped them 
out, together with a terrific loss of life. 

Recently the American Red Cross sent 
$100,000 to ald the flood sufferers of China. 
The floods are the result of deforestation. 
We have given much and counted little the 
cost—if only we might aid them. Would 
we have given even $100,000 to help China 
reforest before the vicarious sacrifice tugged 
at our heartstrings? 

We are second to China in the destruc- 
tion of our forests. Forest fires are sweep- 
ing Over our country. As Abbot Kinney put 
it: “We stand by and fiddle while our for- 
ests burn.” The demands of civilization and 
progress are exhausting our timber supply 
and we are doing nothing—or almost noth- 
ing—to replace what we are cutting. Must 
we have a vicarious sacrifice to make us 
rise to the occasion? 

Fly over the mountains of Southern Cali- 
fornia in an airplane and get a view of our 
remaining forests. Seven-eighths of the na- 
tional forests of the South are gone. Three- 
fourths of the watershed has been burned 
over in the last five years and this three- 
fourths is composed of denuded land and 


„low brush less than ten years old. What 


has gone with our forest covering? Water, 
game, fish, birds, tree seeds, soil, crops and, 
as a result, erosion has set in. It fs appall- 
ing. But it seems to be nobody's business. 
Are we going to wait for a vicarious sacri- 
fice?

Without the Constitution American his- 
tory is written in symbols and ciphers, a 
record of results with no explanatory cause. 
Intelligent citizenship impossible for 
those who have not read, marked and 
learned the text and imbibed the spirit of 
the Constitution. 

At no period in our national growth was 
a revival of interest in the palladium of 
our national liberty so essential to the con- 
tinued welfare of the republic as in the 
present political crisis. An avowed enemy 
of the Constitution is running for the high- 
est office in the gift of the people. La Fol- 
lette, by destroying the power of the Su- 
preme Court to interpret the acts of the 
Congress under the terms of the Constitu- 
tion, would loosen the very keystone of our 
whole governmental structure. He would 
give to the legislative branch rights that 
the Constitution reserves for the judictary. 
He thus proposes to make of the Constitu- 
tion merely a scrap of paper. : 

' The best way for a citizen to discover for 
himself how fatal such an innovation would 
be is to study the Constitution closely and 
seriously and grasp the exactness with 
which the various functions are adjusted 
one to another. To tinker with this con- 
struction is to impair the perfect symmetry 
of the whole, If we once permit a start in 
this process of disintegration there is no 
telling to what extremes it may be carried. 
u is best to avoid the beginning of evil.

Virginia Southey is Rescued 


in Tia Juana 


Girl Disappeared from Home 
Here August 15 


Los|Ex-Convict and Wife Still at 


Liberty in Mexico 


Held captive in a Tia Juana 
hovel for several weeks by a young 
ex-convict and his wife, little Vir- 
ginia Southey, 5 years of age, was 


located and rescued by Deputy 
Sheriffs Johnson and Heller, who 
yesterday returned the child to her 
distracted mother, Mrs. Nellie A. 
Southey, 108 West Ninety-eighth 
street. 

According to the deputy sheriffs, 
Virginia was kidnaped by Carl H. 
Howe, 21 years of age, and his 
wife, 18. Howe served a sentence 
in San Quentin, the deputies as- 
sert, and until his disappearance 
from Los Angeles with the child, 
was a solicitor for a local photo- 
graph studio. He stole an automo- 
bile from this concern when he 
left, officers stated, and later the 
car was recovered, 
Tia Juana police aided the depu- 
ties in finding the child. The 
Howes occupied a small shack fur- 
nished caly with a cot. Virginia 
was compelled to sleep on a blan- 
ket on the floor, but otherwise was 
given good care. 

“We found Virginia last Satur- 
day,“ said Deputy Sheriff Johnson. 
“Howe was placed in jail over- 
night. He told me that Mrs. Sou- 
they had given him the little girl 
but our own opinion, after inves- 
tigation, is that plans were under 
way to extort money from the 
mother. Howe was released Sun- 
day by Mexican authorities. Ar- 
rangements had been made to give 
him into our custody, but due to 
the action of immigration officials 
on the American side of the bor- 
der Saturday night in refusing per- 
mission to a high Mexican official 
to cross into Mexico after 9 p.m., 
co-operation in the arrest was re- 
fused.” — 

While in Los Angeles Howe had 
frequently given small gifts to 
Virginia and had been permitted 
by the mother to take the girl to 
his home for brief visits. On the 
last of these visits, August 15, 
Howe failed to return Virginia, and 
the search by the Sheriff's office 
began. 

When Virginia was safe in her 


mother’s arms she : 

“Mama, we'll have to move, be- 
cause they will come and take me 
away again if we don’t.” 

Efforts to place Howe under ar- 
rest have not been relinquished 
by the Sheriff's office.
